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VAN WATERS AND ROGERS (OIID 039 991690) 

The Van Waters and Rogers facility is located at 17855 East Molar Road in Columbus, Ohio. The facility submitted a permit application, but it was not approved. The application was withdrawn in late 1984 or early 1985. The facility was active as of late 1990, and is considered to be a 
"transporter" and "nonbandler." Solvents are known to be handled by the facility. The quantity of waste potentially affecting the groundwater, surface water, and air routes is unknown, but likely to be small. The facility was scored from limited information obtained through telephone conversations with OEPA contacts. 

No observed release was scored for the groundwater route. Containment was considered good. The quality of the groundwater is known to be impacted within 112 mile of the facility. 

The surface water route score reflects the fact that the facility has had no observed releases or permitted discharges. The Scioto River is about 2 miles from the facility and used for recreational purposes. Containment was assumed to be good. 

No observed, unpermitted, ongoing release was scored for the air route. Contaminants can migrate to the air, and containment was only scored as "good" because wastes are handled outdoors. Residential areas are located within 114 mile of the facility. 

No observed release was scored for the on-site soils route. Access to the facility was assumed to be restricted. Containment was assumed to be good. No on-site sensitive environments exist at the facility.
